The Minnesota experiment sta- 

tion estimated recently that the 
cost of adding 100 pounds of 
weight to cattle was $4.75, where 
corn costing 55 cents a bushel was 
fed. The cost of adding the 100 
pounds. by using wheat was lowered 
to $3.03. 
In the opinion of livestock ex- 
perts, wheat feeding at present 
prices to livestock is economical. A 
mixture of corn and wheat is be- 
ing advised where both are plenti- 
ful, and the price margin is thin.

Four hard boiled eggs chopped 
fine. Mix with % cup white sauce. 
To make white sauce, heat 1 table- 
spoon butter in a saucepan and 
when bubbling stir’in 1 tablespoon 
flour until thoroughly blended; then 
gradually pour in % cup milk, stir- 
ring constantly. Let boil 2 minutes 
and ‘season with salt and pepper. 
When cool shape in croquettes, roll 
in egg and cracker crumbs and fry 
in deep fat.

‘The basic defect behind: the present col- 
lapse is this:: Capitalism is founded onthe urge.to privately 
accumulate fortunés. The natural outcome)of this is the con- 
centration ‘of most of ‘the wealth of ‘the country in # compar- 
atively few immensé fortunes, and the general impoverish- 
ment-of the masses. Under this process machinery and .pro- 
duction develop rapidly, but the impoverished. people are held 
down to a relatively low purchasing power and can not buy: up 
and absorb this new flood of products. In their efforts to keep 
production down to ‘this low. level of consumption, the capi- 
talists organize combines and trusts, The primary function 
of @ trust is to keep production down to the low consumption 
level under. the present system, ‘In spite of this trustifica- 
tion of industry, science and invention cause such an increase 
in production that the markets are-periodically glutted with 
goods and then we have depressions. 

Here is the defect in the present system and the cause of 
the present: day depression-as plain as day: Capitalism cuts 
down the incomes or more than 90 per cent of the people in 
order to increase the incomes of leas than 10. per cent,. thus 


destroying its own markets and’ causing its industries to slow 
down or close down. Who would dare to deny this? 

Mr..Kahn’s contentjon that the depression -is catised“by 
democracy or the “interference” of the people’s government 
with economic law, is absurd. The real interference with the 
economic law of supply and demand today comes from private 
monopoly and not from government. The whole effort of 
private monopoly is to set aside the law of supply and de- 
mand, curtail production, produce artificial scarcity and 
create high artificial prices.

Thé import- 
ance of a.good healthly spleen can-« 
not. be over estimated. An enlarg- 
ed spleen will cause anemia’ which 
may lead to a fatal ending sooner 
or later. Obesity, bad teeth, loss of 
appetite, non-assimnilation, tuber- 

culosis, constipation, acidosis, thése 
conditions are the outcome of. an 
inactive spleén. ‘The wholé body 
tan. be affected when_ this little 
organ is hot working. The spleen 
is the principle blood making organ 


j of the body, assisting in the mak- 


ing of both red and white cells. 
The oxygen which we inhale is car- 
ried to the spleen giving the “spark 
of life” to the red cells of the blood. 

é red cells are oxygen carriers 
of the blood stream and good deep 
breathing gives the spleen plenty 
of oxygen to “fire” the blood with 
energy. It is in the blood stream 
that we: find, and must have, the 
energy, to build the body and resist 
and overcome disease. 

Acidosis is the curse of the 
world. to day and forei, st -acids 
weaken. the spleen and devitalize the 
red blood corpuscles. It may. be 
found that vinegar or fruit acids 
may have a deterimental effect on 
the «spleen and that ‘when ° acid 
fruits are used a powerful alkaline 
food must be used to effect this 
acid, even though fruit acid is sup- 
posed to to alkaline after digestion. 


There. are threé organs dn the | 
ding | body that have a great deal to do

One reason 
why many people do not secure re- 
sults when doctoring for stomach 
trouble is that no thought is given 
to. the spleen, the organ which in- 
fluences certain digestive juices in 
the stomach, The liver is given 
quite a bit of attention but the 
spleen hardly any at all. 

Alkaline foods powerful enough 
to overcome the continual produc- 
tion of accidosis, yet weak enough 
for the most sensitive stomach to 
handle, must contain a large cal- 
cium content and since: cow’s milk 
is one of the heaviest calcium car- 
rying foods known, it may’ be as- 
sumed that in some way; cow’s 
milk will be treated in such-a way 
that it will be digestible and the 
fat globules broken down so that 
the stomach will not be upset. More 
thought and investigation must be 
given to the functions of these three 
organs—the liver, the spleen and 
the pancreas.

Living things can’ 
exist without stomachs, they Can 
live forty days without food; but

Station WJAZ, operated 
by the Zenith Radio Corporation, of 
Chicago, and Station WCHI, opera- 
ted by the People’s Pulpit associa- 
tion of that city, were taken off 
the air on Oct. 20. Both stations 
operated with a power of 1,400 
kilocycles: These stations :

ington, Ky. Under the 
decision; WCKY was given permis- 
sion to operate full time on this 
frequency with 5,000 watts power. 

When Station WJKS, operated

Will Come To Head Wednesday 

Matters will come to a head to- 
morrow when Gardiner meets with 
the executive committee of the 
Navy league, and the president’s 
hand-picked committee, appointed 
to “examine the accuracy” of Gar- 
diner’s allegations, holds its first 
session. 

Friends of the Navy league 
spokesman intimated that only by 
withdrawing portions of his state- 
ment, but renewing certain of his 
charges, could he save his face. 

Those who have chastized Gard- 
iner orally since the president took 
issue with him include Secretary of 
the Navy Adams, who did an about- 
face and issued an attack which 
was inspired by the White House 
itself; Henry Breckenridge, mem- 
ber of the League’s executive com- 
mittee, who deprecated indulgence 
in personalities when treating with 
the presidential office; Rep. Fred 
Britten (R) of Illinois, naval lead- 
er of the house, who agreed to drop 
his plan for a congressional inves- 
tigation of the affair after. confer- 
ences with Adams and Admiral 
William V. Pratt, chief of naval op- 
erations, and Senator David A, 
Reed (R) Penn., chairman of the 
Senate Military committee, who, 
despite his advocacy of prepared- 
ness, said the Gardiner circulation 
was “indefensible.” 

Gardiner Out-maneuvered 


these, and facing a presumable 
“Star Chamber” inquiry where he 
would have neither the right of 
counsel nor calling of defense wit- 
nesses, it appeared Gardiner had 
ben outmaneuvered by the presi- 
dent. 

The navalists, however, were able 
to draw some consolation from the 
fact that Senator Reed and Rep. 
Britten, despite their desertion of 
the Gardiner cause, served notice 
yesterday they would move for 
complete naval parity with Great 
Britain when Congress assembles. 

Britten will ask for an authori- 
zation of three-quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars to bring-the American 
fleet up to the limit of the London 
treaty, and an immediate appro- 
priation of $122,500,000 for the con- 
struction of 22 ships during the next 
fiscal year. He says he has the 
backing of Senator Hale (R)

Green in Michigan that 
the results generally revealed the 
dissatisfaction of the electorate with 
present economic conditions. 

So far as 1932 is concerned, the 
democrats read into yesterday’s re- 
sults a happy augury. The republi- 
cans hope and believe things are on 
the mend, and contend, in any 
event, that conditions may be far 
different a year hence when both 
parties come tc grips in the presi- 


dential election. 
Roosevelt Wins Victory 

ALBANY, N. Y¥.— (INS — Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt today had 
emerged victorious in his election 
battle with Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
over the $19,000,000 reforestation 
amendment. With returns. from 
many districts still missing, the re- 
forestation proposal, supported by 
Roosevelt. and condemned by Smith. 
has been adopted by a substantial 
majority. 

Democratic state leaders were 
jubilant because Roosevelt had tri- 
umphed over his predecessor in 
their first test of strength in the 
state, but they were equally disap- 
pointed in their failure to gain con- 
trol of the assembly. 

80 Republicans, 70 Democrats 

The 1932 assembly will be com- 
posed of 80 republicans and “70 
democrats, the same line up as in 
1931.
